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Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicant's amendment of 2-12-07 has been fully considered. 
The cancellation of claims 1-24 and 27 has overcome all previous rejections. 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 25 and 26 are pending. Said claims were indicated as allowable in the Final 
Action. However, in view of the new reference, namely, Mazeas et. al., claim 26 is no longer 
allowable. Said claim does not rely on the reaction condition of claim 25 used to make 5 -Br 
analog, and thus, is independent and distinct from claim 25. Thus, the following restriction is 
being made: 

I. Claim 25, drawn to the process of making 5-bromo-7-azaindole; classified in class 
546, subclass 113. 

II. Claim 26, drawn to the process of making 5-methoxy-7-azaindole; classified in 
class 546, subclass 113. 

Although the two processes are classified in the same class/subclass, they are two distinct 
processes which require different starting materials, reaction conditions and sequential steps. As 
evident by Mazeas et ah, the process of claim 26 is rather well known in the art while the 
process of claim 25 is not. 

During the telephone conversation on 4-9-07, Mr. Bird elected group I without traverse.

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The multi-step process of claim 25 is not taught or suggested by the art of record 
or from a search in the pertinent art area. Note, in Mazeas, bromination is performed on 
azaindole nucleus resulting in polybrominated products. Instant process brominates 
azaindoline nucleus followed by oxidation of 5 -Br product. US '042 (a pregrant 
publication) found in a recent search describes a similar approach to making instant 
product. See claims, especially claim 14. Said reference has a too late filing date and is 
thus not competent
